AUDITORS (REPORT 


Souty Hampton, Feb. 17, 1896.

The law provides that : 

‘It shall be the duty of every physician who attends upon 
any person infected with the small-pox, the malignant cholera, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, or other malignant pestilential dis- 
ease, to immediately report the same to the health officers or 
the selectmen of the town; and if any physician shall neglect 
so to do, he shall forfeit the sum of one hundred dollars, to be 
recovered by such health officers or selectmen in the name of 
the town.” 

To the diseases named, typhoid fever is added by the State 
Board of Health. Whenever any other disease assumes an 
epidemic, pestilential, or unusually malignant type, it also 
should be reported. | 
‘ Local boards of health will render a monthly report to the 
State Board of Health, giving the number of cases of each 
disease reported to them, with the name of the physician or 
other person reporting, the action taken by said board, and 
such other information as may be called for. 

The law under which such a report is required is as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘Tfealth officers or local boards of health shall furnish the 
State Board of Health with such information as may be called 
for from time to time concerning the work of such health off- 
_ cers or local boards of health, and a copy of all rules and reg- 
ulations issued by such health officers or local boards of health 
shall be forwarded to the State Board of Health when issued.” 
—Pamphlet Laws of 1895, Chap. 14. 
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‘¢r, No public funeral shall be held in any instance where 
the deceased died of small-pox, scarlet fever, or diphtheria. 

‘*2, No pupil shall attend any school, public or private, 

from a house or family where there exists a case of scarlet 
fever or diphtheria, unless such case or cases are thoroughly 
isolated from the said pupil, and then only upon the certificate 
of a physician, certifying to the fact that such isolation is 
secured, and that in his judgment no liability to spread the 
disease will follow. 
3, No person who has had scarlet fever or diphtheria 
shall attend any school or other public gathering until three 
weeks after convalescence has been established, Spo upon 
the certificate of a reputable physician.” 

The monthly report required by this blank must be made 
on or before the fifth day of each month for the preceding 
month. 

A report must be made whether there are any cases to re- 
port or not, as it is sometimes important to know that these 
diseases do not exist in a given town. 3 

Local boards of health are requested to notify the State 
Board of Health of any violation of the law in reporting these 
diseases.

There has been reported to the local board of health the 
past year, six cases of scarlet fever, one case of measles, one 
case of diphtheria. All the houses where the diseases were 
have been placarded and all necessary precautions to prevent 
the spreading of the disease, have been made.

In presenting our report we shall endeavor to convey to its 
readers as briefly as possible a correct idea of the progress 
made during the year, and the present condition of the schools. 

With the exception of a part of the time in one school, they 
have been in excellent condition throughout the year, and the 
scholars have made commendable progress. 

The percentage of daily attendance has been increased the 
past year, in one school it being 100 per cent. 

While in some instances absenteeism and tardiness is un- 
avoidable, in most cases it is unnecessary. Let the parents 
try to help remedy this evil. The teachers need the sympathy, 
not only of the School Board but of the parents and the whole 
community, in keeping up an interest and in disciplining their 
schools. 


CENTRE SCHOOL. 


The first term was taught by Miss Lillian M. George of 
Amesbury. This was Miss George’s first school, she came 
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highly recommended as a scholar and in every way qualified 
to teach. She was faithful and painstaking in her work and 
tried hard to succeed in her undertaking. 


The second term was taught by Miss Gertrude W. God- 
dard of Amesbury, Mass. This was Miss Goddard’s first 
school. She resigned at the end of the term, which com- 
pelled the Board to look after another teacher. 


The third term was under the instruction of Mrs. Edward 8. 
Cotton of this town. The Board was fortunate in securing 
an able and experienced teacher at this time. Mrs. Cotton is 
a good disciplinarian and has the art of easily imparting her 
knowledge to others. She soon gained the respect of her 
pupils and had the tact of keeping them busy and interested. 
The recitations proved thoroughness of her work. ‘The 
scholars made good progress and at the end of the term the 
school was in excellent condition. 


UPPER VILLAGE. 


The first term was taught by Miss Blanche M. Carr, a res- 
ident of this town. Miss Carr possesses many qualities essen- 
tial in the makeup of a good teacher. While visiting her 
school we always found her discharging her duties with abil- 
ity and faithfulness. By exacting thoroughness and discipline 
in her school she was successful, and at the close of the term 
the school showed good improvement. 

The second and third terms were taught by Miss Gertrude 
N. Whipple of Kingston. This was Miss Whipple’s first at- 
tempt at teaching, and it proved very successful. She has 
accomplished a good work and very satisfactory to the Board. 


PEAK VILLAGE. 


This school has been under the charge of Miss Winnitred 
M. Brown of Hampton Falls, the entire year. Miss Brown 
possesses rare ability as a teacher and has fully sustained her 
former reputation, and gave perfect satisfaction, both to the 
School Board and parents.
